his health. Ha therefor* decided 
to return to his native Cuba. 


Following a 
brief visit with 
friends at Dayton he will pro­ 
ceed to Miami, Fla . en route to 
Havana. 
Aa a gesture of friendliness to 
the citizens of Circleville, Tues­ 
day, Vega donated to the City 
Library his collection of approxi­ 
mately 60 books. They include 
the volumes he used while a t­ 
tending the Pierce Business Col­ 
lege at Philadelphia, Pa. 
“I love Circleville”, Vega de­ 
clared 
“Circleville people are 
my friends and this city always 
w ill be home to me. Some day I 
hope to return to Circleville.” 
Vega said that he became an 
American citizen while serving 
with the Army in England. He 
wa* discharged from the Army 
at Fort Sam Houston, Tex., re­ 
cently, and came back to Cir­ 
cleville. He said that his present 
•tate of health necessitated a 
rest and the return to his home­ 
land. 
As to his future Vega said he 
was uncertain whether he would 
re-enter the theatrical business 
or will engage in tome other 
field of endeavor.

IT has bcpn said that four out 
of ten men beyond the agre of fifty 
have some disturbance of the pros­ 
tate gland. 
Infections of this 
gland are common in older per­ 
sons. Another disorder known as 
benign hypertrophy, which merely 
means enlargement of th* gland, 
is also frequent. 
Infection and inflammation of 
the gland may be brought about by 
various germs. Infection may be 
brought to the gland from other 
parts of the body such as the teeth, 
tonsils, and sinuses. It may also 
develop as a result of infections 
in the kidney or gallbladder. Some­ 
times, the condition develops after 
an attack of influenza. 
Use of Drug* 
It would appear that the sul­ 
fonamide drugs and penicillin, ac­ 
cording to present medical evi­ 
dence, do not seem to have much 
value in overcoming these chronic 
prostatic infections. 
The treat­ 
ment usually employed consists in 
massage of the gland, which is 
carried out through the rectum, 
together with removal of the 
source of the infection when pos­ 
sible. 
Another condition affecting the 
gland is prostatic fibrosis. In this 
condition, there is a formation of 
scar tissue, causing shrinking of 
the gland, which in turn blocks the 
opening from the bladder. In such 
cases, the symptom* consist of 
frequent emptying of the bladder 
and some loss of control. 
The 
symptoms are constant and annoy­ 
ing. 
According to Dr. Louia H. Ba­ 


ret* of Brooklyn, the treatment of 
prostatic fibrosis consist# in oper­ 
ating through a eystoscope and 
removing the tissues in the gland 
which are blocking th# neck of the 
bladder.

The caus# of benign hypertro­ 
phy is not known. Certain things 
have been suggested, such as in­ 
fections and disturbances of the 
sex glands. 
Type of Operation 
The treatment of this disorder 
consists also of some type of oper­ 
ation. The operation may be done 
through the eystoscope, or the 
gland may be completely removed. 
With the use of the sulfonamide 
drugs and penicillin to control in­ 
fections following operation, th# 
dangers of these operative pro­ 
cedures have been greatly reduced. 
Cancer of the prostate may also 
develop. 
Early removal of the 
gland may be successful in many 
cases of prostatic cancer if the 
diagnosis is made early enough. 
Th 
giving of certain glandular 
secretions, that ia th# estrogenic 
substances, by mouth and castra­ 
tion have been found to be of great 
value in cancer of the prostate. 
It would appear that castration 
helps relieve the pain. The gland 
itself shrinks in size while the 
patient gains weight and his ap­ 
petite improves.

Spacial Investigator 
Porter is serving as a special 
investigator 
with 
the 
Military 
Government. He investigates mur­ 
ders, robberies and other crimes 
as a detective would in this coun­ 
try. 
He has been overseas for 
14 months of his two years in the 
Army. 
He was made a special investi­ 
gator after servile with a calvary 
reconnaissance mechanized aquati­ 
on. 
He was given radio train­ 
ing while overseas and was a radio 
operator in an armored car. 
He 
crossed the Rhine with the First 
Army. 
As a special investigator, 
he has no specified rank. 
Porter also writes that he got in 
touch with another local service­ 


man, George D. McDowell Jr., son 
of 
County 
Superintendent 
and 
Mrs. George D. McDow’ell. Porter 
w’rites: 
"One of my buddies was trans­ 
ferring today to his outfit and 
when I heard where he was sup­ 
posed to go and that somebody 
I was going to have to take him 
there, I asked to take him. He 
was going to Bamberg. I had to 
persuade one of the lieutenants 
; to let me take him. I suppose 
I you’ve already assumed W’ho I was 
going to see up there. 
Reunited With Friend 
"I left him (the man transport 
ed) at his new outfit and started 
out to find George. 
Well, after 
a lot of false leads I finally found 
him over at the 16th Infantry 
Regiment theater and was he sur­ 
prised to see me. 
"When he turned around you 
should have seen the expression on 
his face. His eyes opened up and 
his mouth dropped open and he 
just stared and I did the same. He 
looks fine but his hair seems a lot 
darker than I remembered IL 
"We talked until dinner time, 
then ate and talked for about 
another hour. 
Then w’e took the 


jeep and went out and looked the 
town over. 
Saw a really nice 
castle, in fact it is the first castle 
that I’ve seen in Europe that was 
liveable. 
End Of A Perfect Day 
“Then we came back and went 
to the Red Cross and ate dough­ 
nuts and drank cokes for awhile. 
Finally at 3 o'clock I said I had 
to go so he said he would try to 
come down some weekend." 
McDowell, a private first class 
with the infantry regiment, ar­ 
rived in England on January 17, 
1945, and went into action on 


January 30, 1945. He served with 
the First Division of the First 
Army. He was stationed at Bam­ 
berg, 40 miles north of Nurnberg, 
when Porter visited him, but was 
scheduled to be transferred to 
either Augsburg or near Munich, 
this month. 
Porter also writes of his exper­ 
iences as an investigator. On one 
night, he relates, he helped In­ 
vestigate a manslaughter case, an 
assault case and a “justifiable 
shooting" by A guard. 
He writes: 
“We Yoimd out that a man had 


been shot, but we later found out 
that he had been shot by a guard, 
which made it justifiable shooting. 
Army Rifle Used 
"He was shot with an Army 
rifle. He’ll probably be eating his 
meals off the mantle tor some 
time. He was a German and he 
was shot by a Polish guard. 
"Funny thing about it w'as what 
the German thought the guard 
said to him. 
He thought he said, 
’Is that you William?’ When the 
German said, ‘No,’ he shot him. 
However we found out that what 
the guard said in Polish vv&s, ’Get 


down or I’ll shoot,* which sounds 
like, ’Is that you William?’ ii^ 
German."
